Elba Farmers And Business Men 
See Potato And Livestock Auction 
Projects In Jackson County, Fla. 


By W. L. WALSH 

A group of business men repre- 
senting the Biba Chamber of Com- 
merce and several vocational even- 
ing class members of Elba area 
spent Monday in Marianna, Fla., 
studying the new copper skin sweet 
potato program as developed by 
the farmers in Jackson County, 
Florida. 

This was a very interesting and 
instructive trip which was enjoyed 
by the entire group. The farmers 
in Jackson County have what they 
call the West Florida Sweet Po- 
tato Growers Association. This 
Association was organized just 
about a year ago and a commit- 
tee from the group spent several 
days in South Carolina studying 
the sweet potato program in that 
state and they came back to Fior- 
ida with a car load of the copper 
skin variety sweet potatoes, 


During the past year these farm- 
ers have sold a large number of 
their potatoes on the early mar- 
ket, placed thousands of bushels 
in curing houses and are now get- 
ting orders for more potatoes than 
they will have to sell at $2.00 per 
bushel. 

An order for 200 bushels from 
a South Alabama town was tele- 
phoned into the office while the 
Elba group was visiting there. 

Some of the farmers are con- 
structing flue heated hotbeds and 
will sell early potato plants. The 
group visited one man who is put- 
ting in ten flue heated beds which 
will hold 250 bushels of potatoes 
and he already has booked over 
500,000 plants for sale at $2.00 
per 1,000, This same man has a 


_curing house which holds 3,000 


bushels of sweet potatoes, This 
is. a 20 by 40 ft. natural stone 
house constructed at a cost of 
$560.00. 

Inquiry was made as to the 
keeping quality of the potatoes 
and we were advised that the 
storage loss over the entire coun- 
ty for the past winter had been 
less than 1 per cent. The success 
in keeping the potatoes was con- 
tributed to using disease free seed, 
careful and proper storage, getting 
away from the old style un-venti- 
lated banks and by not using sta- 
ble manure in any form in bed- 
ding or fertilizing the potatoes. 

Then, too, every farmer treats 
his seed potatoes with the mer- 
curic chloride solution before bed- 
ding. 

It is understood that there will 
be some 70 of these flue heated 
hotbeds in the county this spring 
in use by members of the Asso- 
ciation. 

In speaking of the good points 
of the sweet potato program, 
County Agent Mahlone said that 
this is the variety of potatoes that 
the northern markets want and 
when we grade, select and crate 
a good product we don’t have any 
trouble getting a premium on the 
market, 

Proof that farmers in Jackson 
County, Florida, are turning away 
from cotton is shown by the fol- 
lowing figures quoted by Mr, Mah- 
lone when he said that of the 2,879 
farmers who grew cotton year be- 
fore last, 1,066 did not plant any 
cotton last year, 

Their program is based along 
the same lines as the Elba pro- 
gram in that early plants are put

out the last of March and early 
April and the potatoes from these 
plants are sold on the early mar- 
ket. Vine cuttings from these 
mother plants furnish the potatoes 
which are dug in the fall and are 
stored for winter shipping. Sweet 
potatoes stored and cured in this 
way may be shipped any time dur- 
ing the winter whenever the prices 
will justify selling. 

It will be recalled that a large 
number of farmers in the Elba 
area put out the new copper skin 
potato plants last spring and that 
several sold potatoes on the early 
market and those who have sur- 
plus potatoes to sell now are get- 
ting from $1.80 to $2.00 per bu- 
shel for what potatoes they can 
spare and neither can they sup- 
ply the present demand. A few 
of our farmers are constructing 
flue heated hotbeds and will have 
some plants for sale. 

Several good pointers were got- 
ten by the group and it is felt that 
we will be able to put over a bet- 
ter sweet potato program in this 
area by having made this trip 
With a new style potato vine cut- 
ter which fits onto a middle buster 
these Florida growers are able to 
dig their potatoes by running only 
one time to the row whereas be- 
fore most farmers make a round 
or two cutting vines and then an- 
other round or two plowing up, 
but with this new device they do 
both operations in just one-half 
round or one trip to each row, and 
they get very few injured potatoes 
in this way. 

While in Marianna the Elba 
group visited the Livestock Auc- 
tion Market there and was very 
much impressed with the fine mar- 
ket made available to the farmers 
in that section for their livestock, 
One day each week is set aside 
for livestock marketing and for 
three years this market has func- 
tioned one hundred per cent. Most 
times the stock bring 15 to 25 
points above the regular market 
end this has meant thousands of 
dollars in the pockets of farmers 
in this county. 

During one of the early years 
of the auction we were told that 
28,000 head of hogs and 14,000 
head of cattle were sold by the 
farmers at this auction, and it has 
been increasing every year since 
then, 

Much interest is being taken in 
a better livestock market for Elba 
and a committee from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is now working 
on plans for developing some sim- 
ilar market on a smaller scale for 
Elba,

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Rural Families Join Town Forces 
In Distributing 16,000 Pounds Of 
Poisoned Meat In Rat Campaign 


The intensive county-wide rat 
poisoning campaign for the con- 
trol of typhus (Brill's) fever, and 
prevention of rat damage to prop- 
erty has been carried to every 
corner of Coffee County. This 
campaign was hurried through be- 
cause of the short period of 11 
days that WPA labor was as- 
signed, 

During this time, 6,000 pounds 
of lean beef hamburger, 2,000 
pounds of oatmeal and 30 bushels 
of corn meal were used up into 
bait, poisoned with 500 pounds of 
red squill, flavored with anise oil 
ond carried out by members of 
the county council of workers to 
about 110 distribution points in 
the county, selected so as to make 
kait available at a store, school 
or crossroads within three miles 
cof every farm family. Reports 
from 92 of the 110 stations list 
2,600 farm families by name and 
address who sent representatives 
to receive their share of bait to 
fight our common enemy, the rat. 
In rural areas the bait was deliy- 
cred to the peopie with instruc- 
tions as to its use, 

In New Brockton, Elba, Enter- 
prise and Kinston the poisoned 
bait was placed at each place of 
business and at each home where 
requested. WPA labor was used 
in New Brockton and Elba, In 
Iinterprise these same _ trained 
workers were employed privately. 
In Kinston, the High School boys 
assisted Mr. MecTyiere and Mr. 
Krudop. Some 2,500 pounds of 
hamburger and cereal were used 
in the towns in addition to that 
used in the rural areas.

The total mixture of poisoned 
bait used weighed about 16,000 
pounds, enough for 800,000 pieces 
of bait, each designed to kill one 
rat, 

At some farms all the bait was 
taken, showing that there were too 
many rats for the amount of bait. 
At some farms and stores the bait 
was not eaten, showing that the 
rats had easy access to food they 
liked better, 

It is important that at any place 
where rats still are, the fight be 
continued with poison and with 
traps. If the first bait was not 
eaten, we need to try a different 
kind of bait, The control program 
needs to know where rats are still 
found, 

In the towns, people still having 
rats should notify the health de- 
partment office or the police de- 
partment, giving name and ad- 
dress and, if possible, some state- 
ment of the type of rat. Do not 
notify about mice. In rural areas 
give the same information to the 
nearest school, Be sure to give 
address, * 


Notice will be given when more 
bait can be made available, Traps 
will be ready for distribution 
about February 25. A deposit of 
7 cents per trap is required. The 
use of the traps is free and this 
deposit will be returned when the 
traps are returned, Experiments 
are being made with cage traps 
and a limited number of these 
are already in use.

FARMERS ARE ADVISED 
TO TREAT COTTON SEED 
AUBURN, Ala.—The time for 
tieating cotton seed with mercury 
dust has rolled around again and 
J. T. Belue, extension specialist in 
cotton improvement, quotes a few 
facts and figures proving that such 
treatment is “good insurance” for 
yood cotton stands, 

Experiments and farm demon- 
strations in a number of states of 
the cotton belt have shown that 
chemical treatment of cotton seed 
with mercury dusts often results 
in much better stands and yields, 
The Alabama BExperiment Station 
has treated cotton seed with mer- 
cury dust for the past two years 
with very satisfactory results, 

Last year in Alabama there were 
84 power cotton seed treaters 
owned and operated by oil mills, 
winners and county exchanges. 
Supplementing these were 581 bar- 
yel cotton seed treaters which 
farmers made at home from blue- 
prints sent out by the Alabama 
Igxtension Service. ‘These power 
and barrel treaters combined to 
treat half a million bushels of seed, 

With 48 of the 67 Alabama coun- 
ties reporting, Mr. Belue estimated 
that 35 per cent of the seed plant- 
ed in the State was treated with 
mercury dust, Some counties had 
higher averages than others, the 
range being from 10 per cent to 
$0 per cent. 

Mr. Belue cautions that certain 
facts about Mercury dust should 
be kept in mind. First, it does not 
make good seed out of bad seed. 
Second, this treatment is most 
valuable in getting stands in cool 
or damp weather. With unfavor- 
able weather conditions, it gives 
outstanding results, Third, he ad- 
vises farmers to apply material ac- 
cording to manufac.iurers recom- 
mendations. And, fourth, treated 
seed which were not planted 
should be destroyed. Treated seed 
is poisonous and therefore should 
not be fed to livestock nor dis- 
posed of to oil mills,

JESUS CALLS TO PRAYER 


LESSON TRX'T—Luke 18:1-14, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Lord, teach us to 
pray.—Luke 11:1, 


Imitations may be so clever as 
to cause us to marvel, but to the one 
who knows the real thing, they are 
‘Just imitations,"’ Particularly is 
that true in the realm of the spiritu- 
al. Make-believe faith in God fools 
only the hypocrite and those who 
know as little as he does of real 
Christianity, 

Prayer is undoubtedly the great- 
est privilege of the Christian, put- 
ting him and his life in touch with 
the omnipotence of God, But it must 
be real prayer, not just some formal 
exercise which masquerades under 
the name of prayer, We combine 
the two parables of our lesson to 
contrast prevailing prayer and pow- 
erless prayer. 

I. Prevailing Prayer. 

The prayer which really lays hold 
upon God and brings results must 
be the expression of a life of prayer. 
It is no occasional effort brought 
about by a great need or a deep 
sorrow. We must pray 

1, Without Ceasing (v. 1). Jesus 
had just been talking of the trying 
days which wére to come (Luke 
17:26-30). To stand fast for Christ 
in a day when almost all the influ- 
ences are against such faith, a man 
needs real prayer or he will surely 
faint, 

To pray constantly is not neces- 
sarily to be saying the words of 
prayer, but is the outreach of the 
life toward God, the setting of our 
minds on things above. That we 
can and may do at all times and in 
all places, 

2. With Assurance (vv. 2-9). If 
an unjust judge will respond just 
to escape the constant plea of a 
widow, we may rest assured that 
God, who is just and looks upon 
His people in loving-kindness, will 
not fail to respond to their plea. He 
says, ‘Call unto me, and I will an- 
ewer thee, and show thee great and 
mighty things, which thou knowest 
not’? (Jer. 33:3). 

3. In Humility (vv. 138, 14). We 
come to God, not to demand, but to 
humbly plead the blood of Jesus 
Christ. That was what the publican 
did. When he said, ‘‘Lord, be mer- 
ciful,"” he used the word ‘‘propitiat- 
ed,’’ which refers to the mercy seat 
on which the blood was sprinkled as 
a propitiation for sin (see Exod. 


25:17, 18, 21; Heb. 9:5; Lev. 16:5). ; 


Such a plea brought salvation to the 
répentant sinner. 

II, Powerless Prayer. 

We use the word prayer here in 
the broad sense, for strictly speak- 
ing there is no such thing as prayer 
without power. Men call it prayer, 
but it accomplishes nothing because 
it is offered 

1. In Self-sufficiency (vv. 9, 11). 
Those who trust ‘in themselves” 
will naturally do what the Pharisee 
did; he ‘‘prayed with himself.” ‘‘He 
had an intellectual conviction, but 
that does not make a contact with 
God. Hell is full of intellectual con- 
viction. God? Oh, yes. But he was 
so occupied with himself he could 
not get away from: himself’ (Mor- 
gan). 

2. With Boastful Pride (vv. 9, 11, 
12). Despising others, the Pharisee 
boasted of his own fine character 
and good works. ‘'God resisteth 
the proud, but giveth grace unto 
the humble’’ (James 4:6). It is prop- 
er that a man should live uprightly, 
but if it only makes him self-right- 
eous it becomes a barrier between 
him and God (Luke 18:14). 

3. For the Sake of Publicity (v. 
11, cf, v. 13), While the publican 
hung his head and stood afar off to 
offer his prayer, the Pharisee ap- 
parently took a prominent place and 
spoke with a loud voice. Jesus de- 
scribed that kind of prayers in Mat- 
thew 6:5 as just putting on a pub- 
licity ‘‘stunt.’"’ When men had seen 
them pray, the transaction was fin- 
ished. They had not been in touch 
with God at all. 

The result of the two prayers is 
so well described by Dr. J. Camp- 
bell Morgan that we quote his 
words: 

“Two men at prayer. One, elo- 
quently, in phrases circling round 
his own personality with which he 
was pre-eminently pleased. The oth- 
er, hating his sin, and grasping out 
after the infinite and tender com- 
passion of God to operate for him. 

. . The man who justified him- 
self remained unjustified. The man 
who sought the compassion of God 
went back to his house justified.” 


There Is Another Life 

I cannot believe, and cannot be 
brought to believe, that the purpose 
of our creation is fulfilled by our 
short existence here. To me the 
existence of another world is a nec- 
essary supplement of this, to adjust 
its inequalities, and imbue it wit,

D, P. Meadows and D, T, Mead- 
ews head the new Chewacla Lime 
Works which has begun produc- 
tion of agricultural lime from de- 
posits several miles Southeast of 
Opelika, 

A large planing mill and sev- 
eral sawmills are being’ construct-

Plant Expansions 

Expansion of its facilities dur- 
ing 1941 at a cost of approximate- 
ly $6,500,000 was announced recent- 
ly by the Alabama Power Com- 
pany. The program includes about 
$2,000,000 for extensions and im- 
provements to existing facilities, 
$2,000,000 for completion of the 
new steam plant at Chickasaw and 
about $500,000 for new rural lines,

The com- 
pany manufactures games, mark- 
ers and similar wood products, 


BAUXITE IS MOVING FROM 
ABBEVILLE TO SHOALS PLANT 


Shipment of bauxite, never be- 
fore mined extensively in Alabama, 
has started from Henry County 
‘deposits to the new aluminum 
plant being built at Sheffield, 
About 200 to 300 tons of ore daily 
are moving from Abbeville, with 
prospects that the movement will 
be increased when the Sheffield 
plant goes into operation in March. 

Ore from the Henry County fields 
averages almost the same per- 
centage of alumina as imported 
yore. However, the Alabama ore 
contains about, twice as much silica 
as imported ore and this involves 
some difficulty in processing. 

Recently announced for Shef- 
field, as an addition to the $23,- 
500,000 alumina plant being built 
by the Reynolds Metal Company, 
was an aluminum rolling mill and 
structural shape plant to cost 
about $17,500,000. This plant will 
be built by the Reynolds concern 
to process the output of the orig- 
inal plant, 


BIG FALL DEMAND IS 
EXPECTED FOR OATS 


AUBURN, Ala, — Agricultural 
leaders here and in Montgomery 
are predicting a big demand for 
oats to plant next fall and are ad- 
vising farmers to produce and save 
ell the oats possible this spring 
so that they may meet this de- 
niand, 

They base their prediction upon 
{he fact that one of the require- 
ments under the ‘Alabama Plan” 
is for cover crops on 25 per cent 
ef the cropland. Fall planted oats 
is one of the crops which may be 
used under this provision. 

Experiments and experience 
show that oat yields may be ma- 
terially increased by top-dressing 
the oats with 100 to 300 pounds 
of nitrate of soda per acre late in 
February or early March,

FARMERS OFFERED SPAMPS 
AND BKOOD OASH PAYMENTS 


Alabama can earn 
under the recent- 
ly announced supplementary cot- 
ton program, They can earn an 
additional $38 payment for increas- 
ing food production and preservae- 
lion at the same time they are 
earning $25 in cotton stamps for 
voluntarily reducing cotton acre- 
uge, according to A, W, Jones, 
AAA administrative officer, 

Wach farm operator, sharecrop- 
per, or tenant can earn up to $26 
on a farm for reducing his cotton 
acreage, While farm operators 
wilh two or more lenants can earn 
up to $50 in cotton stamps, The 
stamp payments will be divided in 
the same way that the Agricultur- 
al conservation payment on cot- 
ton is divided, Farmers will re- 
ceive stamps at the rate of 10 
cents per pound times the farm’s 
normal yield on the acreage re- 
duced, If his yield is, for instance, 
250 pounds for acre, then he could 
earn $25 in stamps by reducing 
his cotton acreage by one acre, 

Huch tarm operator on behalt 
of all the interested producers on 
the farm will advise the AAA of 
intentions to participate in the 
new program before June 15, As 
soon as possible after his cotton 
acreage is checked and approved, 
he will receive the cotton stamps 
wtih which he can purchase cot- 
ton clothing and cotton goods, 

Jones emphasized that the new 
yoluntary program in no way 
changes the basic conservation and 
parity provisions of the present 
AAA program, Farmers can earn 
all other payments for soil build- 
ing practices and for participating 
in the acreage adjustment provi- 
sions of the program, The new 
program is a supplement to the 
existing program,

NYA Workshop 
Project Here May 
Be Abandoned 


Sponsors of the NYA Workshop 
Project which was given approval 
three weeks ago, are facing’ the 
possibility of having to abandon 
the enterprise unless a number of 
young men can be found at once 
to take employment in the project. 

Work was started on this proj- 
ect two weeks ago but only a few 
young men have availed themselves 
of the opportunity for work in 
constructing the building to house 
the shop and equipment, 

Any young man in the county 
between the ages of 17 and 25 who 
is out of work or out of school is 
eligible for employment right now 
and will also be eligible for train- 
ing in the several courses that are 
to be taught in the workshop. The 
project is being sponsored by the 
County Board of Education in co- 
operation with the City of Elba 
and Coffee County. Supt. A. C. 
Dunaway who has been working 
on the project for several months 
expressed surprise Tuesday when 
informed by NYA officials that 
young men were not signing up 
for the project. 

Mr, Dunaway stated that last 
summer more than six hundred 
young men in the Biba area made 
application to NYA for work. Dur- 
ing the past few days letters or 
notices to many of these have been 
returned. Surely there are at 
least one hundred of these boys 
still here who are not profitably 
employed and who would like to 
get the training to be offered in 
the workshop, and at the same 
time draw pay for this work. 

A representative of NYA is in 
the Superintendent’s office every 
Tuesday from 8:30 to 3:00 for the 
purpose of taking applications. 
Citizens of the county will be do- 
ing these young men a favor by 
urging them to make application 
NOW. Besides being paid while 
learning, the boys will equip them- 
selves to handle very lucrative jobs 
when they finish the courses. Af- 
ter you have read this, go tell 
some boy about the opportunity 
that is now his. Unless more 
young men come in right away, 
the project may be abandoned.

Preparedness ‘for spring disas-
